A Message From Rotary 


TO FRIENDS OF CRIPPLED CHILDREN 


Dear Friends: 


Your very generous support of our former Operatic programme 
has encouraged us to continue in our effort to provide worthwhile enter- 
tainment, and at the same time enable us to accumulate funds for the carry- 
ing out of our programme of assistance to the crippled children of this 
County. 


We trust that you will enjoy this evening’s entertainment and 
that you will continue to support us in our two-fold endeavour. 


You have given us good support, and perhaps we should tell 
you something of the early history of Rotary International and of our 
own local Club activities. 


Ripley’s “Believe It Or Not” is responsible for the following 
story. King Rotary I of Lombardy established a code of good fellowship 
and community service thirteen hundred years ago. The founders of 
modern Rotary used his name and adopted his principles, yet they had 
never heard of King Rotary. 


The first Rotary Club was organized on February 23, 1905, by 
Paul P. Harris, a young lawyer, who gathered together in a spirit of friend- 
ship and understanding a group of men, each of whom was engaged in 
a different form of service to the public. That basis of membership—one 
man from each business and profession in the community—still exists 
in Rotary. At first, the members of the new Club did not meet at luncheon, 
but met in rotation at the various places of business of the members, and 
this suggested the name “Rotary”. 


Since 1905, the ideas of Paul Harris and friends have become 
ideals which have been accepted by men of practically all nationalities, 
of many political and religious beliefs. To-day there are Rotary Clubs 
in Algeria and Australia, in Ceylon and Chile, in the Fiji Islands and in 
French West Africa, in Sweden and in Switzerland—in eighty-eight coun- 
tries and geographical regions of the world. The universal acceptance of 
Rotary principles has been so great during the past forty-eight years that 
there are now more than 7,800 Rotary Clubs, with a total membership 
of some 374,000 Rotarians. 


The general objectives of Rotary Clubs in every country are the 
same—the development of fellowship and understanding among the bus- 
iness and professional men in the community, the promotion of com- 
munity-betterment endeavours and of high standards in business and pro- 
fessional practices, and advancement of international understand- 
ing, good will, and peace. Rotary Clubs everywhere have one basic ideal 
_the “Ideal of Service,” which is thoughtfulness of and helpfulness to 
others. 

Our own Club here in Peterborough was organized on April 1, 
1921, and our work with the crippled children of the County has continued

GIAN CARLO MENOTTI came to this continent from Italy in 1916 when 
he was five years old. His musical education included the study of com- 
position at the Curtis Institute, Philadelphia, and he has achieved world- 
wide fame as the composer of “The Consul” and “The Medium,” and also 
as the first commissioned composer of opera for television, his “Amahl and 
the Night Visitors” having been performed over the NBC network from 
New York. 


DIRECTORS 


MR. NICHOLAS GOLDSCHMIDT and MR. HERMAN GEIGER-TOREL 
are a team of experts who have established themselves in the Canadian 
opera world as producers of fine opera. Together, as musical director and 
stage director, they have produced four Opera Festivals in Toronto and 
numerous individual productions of opera throughout Ontario. Mr. Gold- 
schmidt joined the Royal Conservatory Opera Company in 1946, and since 
1948 has conducted many of the CBC Opera Company productions. It is 
a unique fact that since his arrival in 1946 he has directed more than 
seventy-five performances, including the first Canadian performance of 
“The Old Maid and the Thief” from Vancouver in 1950. Mr. Torel came 
to Canada in 1948 from Rio De Janeiro and is stage director of the Con- 
servatory Opera Company and artistic advisor of the CBC Opera Company. 
The smoothness and efficiency of the staging of the operatic productions 


of the Company are due in large part to the painstaking care and long 
experience of Mr. Torel.

JOANNE IVEY (MISS TODD) comes, from London, Ontario, and after 
two years of study in New York joined the Conservatory Opera Company. 
Miss Ivey has sung leading roles at the Plymouth Rock Centre in the 1951 
Opera Festival production of “Faust,” in 1952 as Rosette in “Manon” and 
as the third Spirit in “The Magic Flute.” More recently she has been highly 
praised for her outstanding performance as the Secretary in Menotti’s 
“The Consul” in last year’s Opera Festival. Mis Ivey has sung “Judas 
Maccabeus” in her native London with the London Civic Orchestra. She 
is a member of the CBC Opera Chorus and has been heard on the French 


network programme “Nos Futures Etoiles.” 


JEAN EDWARDS (LETITIA) is a veteran performer for both the CBC 
and the Conservatory Opera Companies, having been heard in the leading 
role of Gretel in “Hansel and Gretel.” In two performances of “The Mar- 
riage of Figaro” in 1949 and 1951 she proved her versatility by playing the 
role of Barbarina in the first, and Susanna in the latter. In the 1952 Opera 
Festival, Mrs. Edwards was a smash hit with the charm and lilt of her 
performance as Pepagena in “The Magic Flute.” CBC-wise she was heard 


with the CBC Opera Company as Barbarina in “The Marriage of Figaro.” 


JOAN HALL (MISS PINKERTON) came to Toronto from Winnipeg in 
1948. She made her debut with the Opera Company in the 1950 presenta- 
tion of “Rigoletto” and the following year was given the plum role of 
Suzuki in “Madame Butterfly” with both the Conservatory and the CBC 
Opera Company. In 1952 she was heard as Marcellina in “The Marriage 
of Figaro” as a CBC production, and also played a leading role in the 
Festival’s “The Magic Flute.” Recently she again sang Suzuki in the 
Festival production of “Madame Butterfly” and in the CBC Wednesday 
Night performance of Puccini’s Gianni Schicci.”

ANDREW MacMILLAN (BOB), the only male member of the cast, re- 
lishes the scope for both singing and acting offered by his role as The 
Thief. Part and parcel of the Conservatory Opera Company, Mr. Mac- 
Millan has established himself as actor, singer and assistant stage directory 
with the Company. His performance in the role of Figaro in “The Mar- 
riage of Figaro” won unanimous praise from the critics. Closely associated 
with all productions of the Conservatory Opera Company, as coach and 
assistant director, Mr. MacMillan has also played leading roles in the 
productions of “The Bartered Bride,” “Hansel and Gretel”, Don Giovanni,” 
“La Boheme,” “Rigoletto,” “The Magic Flute,” and as the Secret Police 
Agent in “The Consul” and Alfonso in “Cosi Fan Tutte” in last year’s 
Festival. 


BERNARD TURGEON, Baritone. One of Canada’s most promising young 
baritones, Bernard Turgeon hails from Edmonton where he began his mus- 
ical studies at the age of four. After winning a round of awards in Alberta 
music festivals he made his first radio appearance on “Singing Stars of To- 
morrow” five years ago. Now a student of George Lambert at the Royal 
Conservatory of Music Turgeon recently won the coveted Toronto Woman’s 
Music Club scholarship. The Edmonton Woman’s Music Club, the Alberta 
Government, and the Conservatory have also awarded him scholarships.
